The makers of the machine claim 
that with its use the repair shop can 
do nearly everything that is done in 
the factories. Work turned out 
run smoothly and. silently exactly 
like a new motor.

CONSERVATION 


ADDRESS AT ROTARY CLUB

H. J. Snell, President of the Alberta 
Optometric Association, introduced 
the 5th article of the Rotary Code of 
Ethics, and spoke regarding his classi- 
fication of Optometrist, at the last 
meeting of the Rotary Club on Friday, 
July 27th. 

The speaker, in opening 
marks, said no profession 
such progress as optometry during 
the past ten years. It was now 
regulated by law in every state in the 
United States of America and every 
province in the Dominion. An 
optometrist today is compelled to at- 
tain a standard of efficiency. 

Modern life demands modern equip- 
ment, and it is the constant use of 
the eyes for close work that has made 
scientific glass-fitting a great ‘asic, 
human need. 

There are 25,000,000 young people 
in the schools of America today, and 
it has been found by actual ‘survey 
that 5,000,000 of them have eyes 
which are so completely out of focus 
that it is interfering with their pro- 
gress in school for :preparation for 
life. 

Many young people quit school early 
because of some physical handicap; 
many others are retarded in their 
school work, finally graduating with 
indifferent grades, illy equipped for 
the ‘battle of life. These two types 
become recruits in the great army of 
misfits—square pegs in round holes— 
the cause of much of this world’s mis 
ery. Retarded students retard the 
work of the entire class and indeed 
the whole school, adding immensely 
to the work of the teacher as well as 
to the cost of keeping schools, thus 
adding to the iburden of the taxpayer. 
The physically defective child {s a 
burden to ‘the community. 

Speaking of industrial waste, Mr. 
Snell stated that 'the eyes of one 
thousand workers in Toronto were ex- 
amined. At the working distance 
only 138 had normal vision; 460 had 
slight visual defects, while 40S or 41 
percent. had faulty eyesight, which 
interfered ‘with ‘their work and neces- 
sitated glasses. Only 127 of these 
were already wearing suitable glass- 
es yielding normal, balanced vision. 

Out of 3,000 employees in the Rob- 
ert Gair paper box factory in Brook- 
lyn, N.Y., 2160 were found to have de- 
fective eyesight. 

Whiting and Davis Co., of Plain- 
ville, Mass., the mesh bag manufac- 
turers, put through a campaign of 
eyesight improvement. They reported 
a 28% increase in production for the 
following month. 

The Eyesight Conservation Council 
of Canada, ‘which has recently been 
formed, and of which Mr. Snell is a 
member, are doing much to conserve 
the eyesight of the nation, improving 
‘where posible the lighting conditions 
of our factories, schools and offices,

misty optics, and,” as the speaker 
said, “every function of the eye is 
calculated to add to our knowledge, 
increase our usefulness, provide for 
our entertainment, or ensure our 


safety; and it therefore behooves us 
to take care of this most valuable 
organ.”

“100,000 Gals. a Day Smuggled” Yarn 


of Chicago Paper 


The Chicago Daily News of May 22 
charged that there is not a flat build- 
ing in that city that does not house at 
least one representative of the liquor 
It asserts that every apart- 


industry. 
ment building has at least one tenant 
‘either buyer or seller, and in many 
cases all are buyers or sellers of liq- 
uor. The story stated that 25,000 
smugglers trafficked between Cana- 
dian shores on the Detroit river and 
Ecorse, a small town about ten mifes 
below Detroit, carrying an estimated 
daily total of 100,000 gallons of liq- 
uor over the river which marks the 
international boundary line. much of 
these operations being in broad day- 
light and with no more caution 
against detection than is ordinarily 
observed in the transfer of a truck- 
load of groceries. The News says: 
Before prohibition these smug- 

glers were bringing in Chinese at 
from $300 to $1,000 each. But they 
have ceased smuggling Chinese. 
Everything else has given way 
before the American demand for 
booze. Successful Chicago ‘busi- 
ness mer who could not ‘be tak- 
en in’ in any other form of con 
game under the sun, are falling for 
fake booze every day, paying 
high prices and going to consider- 
able trouble to fall for the ospec- 
jally absurd fakes. 

James R. Davis, federal prohibition 
director for Michigan, takes exception 
to the Daily News story. Mr. Davis 
says: 

The Chicago story says there is 

a solid row of buildings four miles 

long at Ecorse where liquor is 

dumped into the United States. 

The truth of the matter is that 

smuggling operations are carried 

on from a string of boat houses 
two blocks long at Ecorse. The 
remainder of the story is just 
about as exaggerated as that one 
statement. Less liquor is being 
brought into Michigan from -Cana- 
da now than ever before. We 
are operating four motorboats on 
Detroit River day and night and 
have reduced importations of liq- 
uor to a point where only a few 
cases of whisky are brought across 
from Ontario during any twenty- 
four hour period. As for the 
statement that there is no secrecy 
in smuggling, we know positively 
that unless one is knonwn he can- 
not negotiate for liquor anywhere 

along Detrcit River. At least 95 

percent. of the liquor sold here is 

synthetic booze manufactured on 
this side of the river from de- 
natured alcohol. 

Truly the Daily News was speaking 
in hyperola. The'tstatement that every 
flat building in Chicago has one or 
more tenants who are violating the 
prohibiton law is probably just as 
much exaggerated as the statement 
relative to Canada‘Michigan smug- 
gling operations. The newspaper is 
doing a positive injury to the cause of 
law enforcement in circulating such 
exaggerated stories, for such stories 
are a part of the liquor’ interests 
propaganda. People who know Chi- 
cago know that ‘the story {is not true, 
but wet newspapers all over’ the 
world will copy that story and offer 

in evidence in support of their 
statement that prohibition is a 
failure.

An event took place last week of 
more than usual interest to the peo- 
ple of Canada when President ‘Hard- 
ing paid a visit to Vancouver. This 
was the first instance of an American 
President while in office visiting 
Canada. A report of his visit appears 
in another column of the paper. 

Wth an unprotected boundary of 
thousands of miles between the Unit- 
ed States and Canada, there has been 
over one hundred years of continucus 
peace between them. In the official 
speech of welcome handed the Presi- 
dent,and in his address in reply, ap- 
pear utterances that express what is 
apparent to everyone on this side of 
the line at least, and that is that the 
two countries can never go to war. 
They are the two greatest democracies 
inthe world with the possible excep- 
tion of the United Kingdom. The 
‘problems of the States are also the 
problems of Canada. As a recent 
great American weekly has comment- 
ed, a stranger alighting from an aero- 
plane near the border could never teil 
whether he were in the States or 
Canada except that the latter holds 
to a sentimental allegiance to the 
British Crown. 

With Uncle Sam and Jack Canuck 
working together to foster the spirit 
of which they are the best existing 
exemplification, their influence must 
govern all the continent of America 
and will surely ‘have its effect on th2 
attitude of European countries one 
towards another.

MIDWAY HOLDUPS 


It is a fact known to nearly every- 
one who attended the Calgary or 
Edmonton Exhibitions that “wheels of 
fortune” and other gambling devices 
that are directly contrary to recent 
amendments to the Criminal Code 
were allowed to run full blast. It is 
also common knowledge around this 
city that these wheels were not al- 
lowed to be operated at our own Fair, 
but other devices which were in, no 
sensea gamble but were a sure thing 
fur the operator were running every 
day. ‘Men offered blankets and other 
premiums to the patron of the Fair if 
he could roll a red number or knock 
over a dummy or do some other sim- 
jlar thing. But what was apparent to 
everyone was that the men running 
the games could absolutely and al- 
ways control the result. The blankets 
and other goods might as well have 
been painted on the back wall of the 
booth, for no one ever won one. If 
the operator was not obtaining money 
under false pretences then no one 
ever did. 

We think the time has come when 
people attending the Fairs should be 
educated to do without the Midway as 
far as it comprises these games of 
chance and games of highway rob- 
bery. The rides and swings are good 
and deserve ‘patronage, and they help 
put the Fairs over. The rest of the 
Midway is pernicious and can only 
hinder the success of the Fair for the 
following year.

THE PEACE TREATY 
WITH TURKEY 


The treaty of peace which has just 
heen signed between the allied nations 
and Turkey is not a thing to be proud 
of. The record of the Turks ever 
since they came into Europe has ‘been 
one long story of barbarous war, 
cruelty, oppression, and desolation. 
Wherever the Turks have ruled, free- 
dom, justice and economic ‘prosperity 
have beenunknown. It is true that 
the Turks as individuals have many 
fine qualities, personal courage, 
courtesy and hospitality, but as a 
ruling race they ‘have been a curse to 
the world. They entered the late 
wir against the Allies without provo-

chance to recover the lost ground, 
and of that chance they took advan- 
tage. Even after their crushing vic- 
tory over the Greeks in 1921 they 
might still have been checked com- 
‘paratively easily, for a victory over 
the disheartened and badly led Greeks 
was really no great thing, but again 
the Allles were unable or unwilling to 
‘co-operate in a drm policy. ‘The re, 
sult is a treaty which brings Turkey 
back into Burope and relieves her of 
many of the restrictions which for- 
merly bound her in her dealings with 
foreign nations and individuals. She 
retains possession of Constantinople 
and she has practically got rid . of 
anything resembling the capitulations 
of pre-war days. The Allied control 
of the Dardanelles Straits, which 
was repeatedly declared to be a vital 
issue in ‘the war, seems to be a pre- 
carious and uncertain one. It may 
work out fairly well in practice. If 
it does, the concessions to the Turks 
may not really amount to much, for 
if the Allies can control the Straits, 
Constantinople will always be at their 
mercy, and by this means pressure 
can be put on the Turks at any time 
at a very sensitive spot. qf the 
Allied control of the Straits is not 
effective in practice, then it would 
seem as if all the lives lost in 
Gallipoli and elsewhere in the Near 
East have been lost in vain. The 
taking away from Turkey of her 
Arab dominions, Palestine, Syria, 
‘Mesopotamia, Arabia, is not really a 
loss to Turkey, but a gain, for these 
countries were always in a state of 
semi-rebellion against the Turks and 
a constant strain on Turkish re 
sources. They are not countries that 
are likely to be of any direct profit 
to their new European guardians. So 
far they have merely been 2@ costly 
expense, though by degrees they may 
become settled and develop a profit- 
able trade. Asia ‘Minor, however, 
with all its potential wealth, seems 
likely to remain a Turkish desert, and 
the Armenians ‘have been again 
abandoned to their fate at the handa 
of the Turks in spite of all the 
pledges and promises made to them 
aud about them during the war. It is 
a melancholy and dishonourable busi- 
ness, and it is not surprising that 
British papers are calling the treaty 
one of the most humiliating ever 
signed by Great Britain. There has 
heen much talk during the negoti- 
ations about not offending Moham- 
medan opinion in India, but it is a 
new and pitifully weak policy to de- 
clare that convicted wrong-doers and 
savages like the Turks are to escape 
punishment merely on the plea that 
they are Mohammedans, and_ that 
Mohammedans in India (who are a 
small minority there) would ibe offend- 
ed if they were punished. It is not 
by such policies that the Empire has 
been built and maintained. {t is 
difficult to believe that Great Britain 
will find it easier to maintain jus- 
tice or order in India (and only the 
maintenance of these things justifies 
British rule in India) ff it is allowed 
to be known that the fear of giving 
offence to some sections of Indians is 
@ more potent consideration with 
Great Britain than the dealing out of 
merited retribution to those who 
have richly deserved it. There may 
be elaborate reasons for the making 
of such a peace as this one with Tur- 
key, but on the surface at any rate it 
looks like the unworthy product of 
weakness and disunion 
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DELAYS IN CRIMINAL TRIALS 


After a trial which lasted several 
weeks, the Jury in the Delorme mur- 
der case in Quebec were unable to 
come to an agreement and were dis- 
charged. The case will therefore have 
to be tried over again in the Autumn. 
As it is still suwb-judice no comment 
whatever on the merits of the case is

seem that that is in the least likely 
to be set right ‘by a retrial of the case 
by several appeal judges. Presumably 
the appeal court after rehearing all 
the evidence might order yet another 
‘jury trial, in which case a third hear- 
ing of the evidence would be needed 
‘with an appeal fromthe second jury's 
verdict perfectly possible and another 
hearing of the evidence following 
from the second appeaL There ds no 
justification whatever for this new 
amendment of the criminal code, and 
the sooner it is itself repealed the bet- 
ter it will be It is a moot point 
‘whether even the preliminary hear- 
ing of criminal cases before magis- 
trates {s either a necessity or an ad- 
vantage for the administration of 
criminal law. The Crown authorities 
are considerably more experienced in 
criminal law and unfortunately in 
many cases considerably more intel- 
ligent and impartial than local mag- 
istrates. They could quite well ‘be 
trusted not to put anyone on his or 
her trial before a judge or jury with- 
out a prima facie case, and much ex- 
pense and delay would ‘be saved. Scot- 
land has done and does pefectly well 
with no magistrate’s enquiry into 
criminal cases. The Crown authori- 
ties investigate all reported or ‘pos- 
sible crimes, and order a prosecution 
if they think fit. There is one trial 
before a jury of 15 who can give a 
verdict by a majority if necessary and 
there is an end to the matter, and 
Scottish justice is not thought inade- 
quate in any respect. Scots law and 


lawyers have had a considerable influ- 
ence on the development and modifi- 
cation of law in Canada, and it might 
be well if the Scots practice were to 
be adopted in this respect also. Cer- 
tainly nothing is to be commended 
which weights the scales of justice 
even further in favor of the criminal 
than they are already weighted.

FRUIT GROWING IN ALBERTA 


It has been a widespread tradition 
in Western Canada that British Colum- 
bia is the proper source for fruit 
supply for the: prairie provinces, and 
from British Columbia come large 
quantities of strawberries, raspber- 
ries, currants and other small fruits 
at a cost in packing and freight which 
gives the growers in British Colum- 
bia an unduly small profit and makes 
the consimer in the prairies pay a 
high iprice for what he gets. There 
is really no necessity for this state of 
things, and it is satisfactory to note 
that our people are just beginning to 
realise the fact. In Alberta, at any 
rate, strawberries, raspberries, goose- 
berries, currants all grow wild, and 
there are other wild fruits such as blue- 
berries, saskatoons, chokecherries and 
cranberries which are excellent for 
eating or preserving. (Most if not all 
of these can be grown even better by 
regular cultivation. There seems to 
be no reason why we should not grow 
for ourselves all the small fruit we 
need, and why a regular industry in 
this respect should not be built up 
among us. ‘So far not much in this 
respect has been done.:Many people 
grow enough fruit in gardens for 
their own use. ‘Still more gather 
considerable quantities of wild fruit. 
We heard of one busy farmer’s' wife 
who gathered and put up one hun- 
dred and fifty quarts of wild fruit 
Jast summer. Yet the fruit on sale in 
the cities is, we believe, for much the 
most part ‘brought from outside the 
province. If it is possible for people 
to make a living off small fruit in B. 
C. (it is very doubtful if it is so pos- 
sible but many try it), where the soil 
is certainly no better than ours, and 
they have usually paid very high 
prices for buying or clearing it, it 
should be even more possible for us 
here, closer to our possible markets, 
and with an indefinite extent of ex- 
cellent cheap land to use for the pur- 
pose. The last number of the Grain 
Growers’ Guide has a picture of the 
Prairie Orchard Harvest on its out- 
side page which indicates a growing 
appreciation of tbe possibilities of 
fruit growing on the prairie. No 
doubt untimely frosts are a consider- 
able danger to fruit with us, but these 
frosts are certainly ‘becoming less 
common as more land is broken up 
and brought under cultivation. If 
fruit growing were taken up system- 
atically among us, it would not per- 
haps make fortunes in money for its 
producers, but it would at least 
bring in a little extra cash and add 
somewhat to the amenities of life in 
the prairie provinces,

2. Place your hands on the small of 
his back, one on each side, with thumbs 
parellel and nearly touching, and the 
fingers reaching only to the lowest 
ribs. 

3. Bend forward with the arms 
straight, so as to allow the weight of 
your body to fall on your wrists, and 
then make a firm stendy downward 
pressure on the loins of the patient, 
while you count. slowly “One-two- 
three!” to press the patient's stomach 
ugainst the ground and to furee the 


air from his chest. 


4. Then swing your body buckwards

Prince Rupert, B.C., claims the 
world’s best record for a one trip 
fish catch. A fishing schooner ar- 
rived at this port recently after be- 
ing at sea 14% days, with 38,000 
pounds of halibut, which sold for a 
sum that netted each man of the 
crew of five $727.80. 


In the Province of Ontario, it is 
estimated, the lumber cut in 1922 
amounted to 309,000,000 board feet, 
and in addition 289,113 cords of 
pulpwood. The Province of Nova 
Scotia cut 125,000,000 feet, New 
Brunswick 210,000,000 feet, and 
British Columbia 273,146,000 board 
feet, 


The Dominion Express has just 
effected a shipment from Hamburg 
to Kobe, Japan, in 32 days. The 
average time consumed between the 
same two points via the Suez Canal 
is 49 days, and the saving thus made 
by the Canadian route will be of 
great importance in helping make 
this country the road between Eu- 
rope and the Orient. 


The total value of the pelts of fur- 
bearing animals taken in the Do- 
minion during the season of 1921-22 
was $17,438,800, an increase over 
the previous year of $7,287,273, or 
72 per cent., and the number of pelts 
of all kinds was 4,366,790, an in- 
crease over the previous season of 
48 per cent. These figures com- 
prise pelts of animals taken by trap- 
pers and pelts of ranch-bred animals. 


Tests of ceramic clay resources in 
British Columbia are being plan- 
ned this summer by the British 
Columbia Government. The _ tests 
will be made under the auspices of 
the Department of Education and 
the Department of Industries. There 
are many varieties of clays in Brit- 
ish Columbia and some are reported 
to be particularly suited to the 
manufacture of high class pottery 
ware. 

A reduction of express rates on 
westward moving business between 
Europe and Canada was announced 
by the Foreign Department of the 
Dominion Express Company re- 
cently. This reduction on westbound 
shipments follows a similar cut on 
shipments from Europe to Canada 
made a little while ago, and amounts 
to a reduction of approximately 
twenty per cent. on the trans-ocean 
trip. The rates came into effect on 
July 9 between all points in Canada 
and Europe. 


The Banff-Windermere highway, 
the last link in the 6,000-mile chain 
of good roads which extend from 
the heart of the Canadian Rockies 
to Oalifornia and return is now open 
to motor traffic, having been offi- 
cially opened on June 380th by the 
cutting of a riband at Kootenay 
crossing in the presence of a num- 
ber of Federal and Provincial Gov- 
ernment officials, and a host of 
automobile tourists.

MINERS SUBMIT

Polo Grounds, N.Y., July 27.—The 
featherweight championship of the 
world, in French hands for less than 
two months, came back to ¢he Unit- 
ed States last night whén Johnny 
Dundee, grizzled Itallan—American 
veteran of 300 odd fights in the roped 
arena, battered his way to victory 
over Eugene Criqui, gallant ex-poilu, 
is a gruelling 15-round struggle that 
was never in doubt from start to 
finish. 

Dundee, rising to the greatest 
theights of his long career, won de- 
clsively all the way, but only in the 
face of a game and courageous stand 
that will go down among tthe most 
thrilling in prize ring history. The 
judges’ decision, crowning Dundee as 
the new title holder, was drowned in a 
wild outburst of cheering, but the de- 
feat of the little Frenchman was ac- 
corded an ovation that rang louder 
even than that of the victor. 

Criqui’s was a hopeless battle from 
the first round. Floored for a count 
of nine hardly before the initial bell 
had sounded, he somehow managed to 
weather the storm only to be knocked 
down twice, once for a count of seven 
‘and again for nine seconds in the 
second round. It seemed that Dundee 
had a knockout within his grasp, but 
‘try furiously as he would, he could 
not swing over a finishing blow.
